GREETINGS: 


I have the honor to submit herewith, a report covering the 
activities of the Office of the Commissioner of Public Lands dur- 
ing the biennium ending June 30, 1932. 


Collections and Deposits: The total collections of this office 
for the biennium from all sources amounted to $1,708,674.91, 
which is an increase of $93,547.02 over collections for the pre- 
vious two-year period. Total collections by Islands were: Ha- 
wati, $567,119.27; Maui, $301,149.56; Oahu, $310,357.77, and 
Kauai, $530,048.31. The sources of such collections and amounts 
from each are rent, $1,431,757.95; sales of public lands, $223,- 
199,50; interest on deferred payments, $47,847.46; payment for 
commodities, $3,668.18; fees, $1,747.56; improvements on lands, 
$427.51, and special miscellaneous revenue of $46.75. 

These collections were deposited in the Treasury to the credit 
of various funds, as follows: General Fund, $1,021,491.82; 
Special Expendable Fund, $266,319.85; Revolving Fund, $418,- 
697.33; Trust Fund, $427.51; Sinking Fund, $1,738.40. A state- 
ment of these collections appears on Page 1, and on Page 2 is a 
statement of the deposit of same with the Treasurer, wherein is 
also shown the amounts credited to the Special Expendable Fund 
accounts controlled by this office. 


Hawaiian Homes Commission Revolving Fund: In accord- 
ance with law, this office diverts to the credit of the Hawaiian 
Homes Commission “Revolvihg Fund”, 30% of all rents collected 
from cane land leases and water licenses, and 100% of all rents 
collected from leases on lands designated in the Hawaiian Homes 
Act as Available Lands. The amount so diverted during the bien- 
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nium amounted to $418,697.33, an increase of $62,682.35 over the 
previous twenty-four month period. As of June 30, 1932, a total 
of $1,754,039.34 has been diverted to the Hawaiian Homes Re- 
volving Fund, which is fixed by the Organic Act at $2,000,000.00, 
leaving $245,960.66 still to be diverted to this Fund, which, it is 
estimated, will be paid up by June 30, 1933. 


Area of Public Lands: lt is estimated that the total area 
of public lands is 1,588,550 acres, having a total estimated value 
oí $117,000,000.00 in round numbers. 


General Leases and Water Licenses: On June 30, 1930, 
there were 810 active General Leases and Licenses, covering a 
total area of 638,988 acres of Government land, with a total an- 
nual rental of $645,338.00. Of these, 742 are General Leases, 
covering 606,190 acres, with an annual rental of $502,997.00, and 
78 are Licenses covering an area of 32,798 acres, with an annual 
rental of $142,341.00. On the Island of Hawaii, 404 General 
Leases cover a total area of 442,904 acres, with a total annual 
rental of $221,864.00, and 28 Licenses cover 299 acres, with a 
total annual rental of $8,341.00, making a total annual rental 
from the Island of Hawaii of $230,205.00. On Maui there are 
71 General Leases covering 79,291 acres, with an annual rental 
of $24,245.00, and 20 Licenses covering 29,199 acres, with an 
annual rental of $105,327.00, making a total annual rental from 
the Island of Maui of $147,572.00. On Oahu there are 84 leases, 
covering 13,079 acres, with a total annual rental of $58,804.00, 
and 19 Licenses covering 3,257 acres, with an annual rental of 
$29,444.00, making a total annual rental from the Island of Oahu 
of $88,248.00. On Kauai there are 249 leases covering 70,914 
acres, with a rental of $180,082.00, and 11 Licenses covering 42 
acres, with an annual rental of $228.00, making a total annual 
rental from the Island of Kauai of $180,310.00. The largest 
item of revenue from General Leases is derived from sugar cane 
land leases, which amounts to $273,951.00 for 49,099 acres, an 
average of $5.58 per acre. The next largest item is from Pasture 
Land Leases, which amounts to $148,379.00 for 550,651 acres, an 
average of 27c per acre. From Pineapple lands a collection of 
$24,534.00 was made on 5,526 acres, an average of $4.44 per acre. 
Other leases for various purposes bring in a total revenue of 
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$51,657.00 per annum. In addition there are 10 Leases made by 
the War Department, covering land set aside for military pur- 
poses by Presidential Proclamations, the revenue from which 
amounting to $3,739.00 annually, is collected by this office pur- 
suant to an Act of Congress. The largest item of revenue from 
Licenses is for use of Government water, for which a total of 
$137,971.00 was collected. 


Sixty-one General Leases, covering an area of 1,414 acres, 
carrying a rental of $10,518.50, were cancelled for non-payment 
of rent. 


Auction Sales: Auction sale is the method provided for by 
law for the transfer or sale of public lands, including General 
Leases and Licenses. Any sale of public lands, or lease, or license 
of public lands, must be advertised for a period of 60 days in 
both the English and Hawaiian newspapers. During the period 
covered by this report, 91 Notices of Sales were advertised. Fifty 
of these resulted in the sale of 157 General Leases, covering a 
total area of 21,712 acres, at an annual upset rental of $27,829.80, 
which sold for a total upset rental of $30,596.30, an increase of 
$2,766.50, and 8 Licenses at a total upset annual rental of $1,- 
530.00, which sold at the upset price. Thirty-seven of these auc- 
tions resulted in the sale of 115 lots, with a total area of 48 acres, 
at a total upset price of $50,218.40, which were sold on time pay- 
ments, covered by Special Sale Agreements, at a total of $61,- 
556.90, an increase of $11,338.50, and 37 lots with a total area 
of 79 acres, which sold for cash, were offered at an upset of 
$104,317.00 and brought $104,527.00, an increase of $210.00. 


Land Patents: Title to 1,932 acres was conveyed by the 
Government during the period covered by this report, by the issu- 
ance of 217 Land Patents. Fifty-five were on homesteads, cover- 
ing a total area of 1,751 acres, having a total appraised value of 
$51,002.30; 138 were house lots, business lots, churches and camp 
sites, having a total area of 132 acres, for a total consideration of 
$169,223.13; 36 were issued on exchanges, by which 48 acres of 
Government land were conveyed for the acquisition of 53 acres 
of private land required for public purposes, such as parks, roads 
and schools. 
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Deeds: As the depository for public documents by which 
the various Territorial Departments and the several Counties 
acquire title to land, 310 such documents were filed in this office, 
271 of which were from the City and County of Honolulu, 6 
from the County of Hawaii, 8 from the County of Maui, and 25 
from the County of Kauai. During the biennium, 134 deeds were 
prepared by this office for various purposes. Sixty-three were 
conveyances to the Territory, by which 71 acres of privately 
owned lands were acquired for a total consideration of $124,- 
315.03, and 59 were Exchange Deeds, by which the Territory 
acquired 204 acres for various public purposes, in exchange for 
87 acres conveyed by the Territory, together with a total equal- 
izing payment by the Territory of $2,841.27. In addition to these, 
11 deeds were issued by the Territory involving 3,109 acres, and 
a total consideration of $1,464.50, conveying abandoned roadways 
to abutting owners, granting railroad rights-of-way and perfecting 
titles. A total of 15 acres having a total value of $92,264.06 was 
acquired through condemnation proceedings. 


Homesteads: Thirty-one Homestead Agreements were issued 
covering 47 lots, having a total area of 661 acres, at a total valua- 
tion of $7,513.00. Ten of these homesteads were taken by Ha- 
waiians, having a total area of 194 acres, valued at $877.00; 17 
were taken by Anglo-Saxons, having a total area of 178 acres, 
valued at $1,954.00; 2 were taken by persons of Chinese ancestry, 
having a total area of 49 acres, valued at $1,858.00, and 18 by 
citizens of Portuguese ancestry, having a total area of 239 acres, 
valued at $2,822.00. Seven citizens of Japanese ancestry took 
over homesteads by assignment, having a total area of 330 acres, 
valued at $8,419.00. Thirty-three Homestead Agreements were ' 
cancelled, involving 711 acres, valued at $51,343.00. These can- 
cellations were caused by non-fulfillment by the homesteaders of 
the conditions of their respective Homestead Agreements, such 
as non-residence, non-cultivation or non-payment. 


Agreements Affecting Homesteads: During the period 269 
contracts by homesteaders, affecting a total of 3,543.92 acres of 
homestead land were approved. Fourteen were with individuals, 
covering 161 acres, for the cultivation of pineapples and 255 were 
with corporations, covering a total of 3,382 acres, for the cul- 
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tivation of cane or pineapples and for delivery of water. There 


were also 102 Mortgages approved, by which 2,888 acres of 
homestead land were offered to secure a total loan of $249,783.00. 


Executive Orders: One hundred sixteen Executive Orders 
were prepared by this office, by which the Governor set aside 
1,350 acres of Government land for various public purposes, and 
withdrew 348 acres from public use. 


Road and Pipe Line Construction: $142,471.00 was spent 
during the past two years for the construction of roads, laying of 
pipe lines and improvement of golf course. These activities were 
carried on in cooperation with the various Counties, with funds 
from the following sources: General Fund, $19,827.60; Home- 
stead Roads Account, $58,833.05; House Lots Road Account, 
$49,896.41; Special Land Sales Account, $9,999.98, and by ad- 
vances by the Counties, $4,413.97. These advances by the Coun- 
ties are to be refunded from proceeds of the sale of lots within 
the tracts where the advanced funds were spent. These activities 
affected all the Islands, $90,297.00 being spent on Hawaii; $10,- 
000.00 on Maui; $5,449.09 on Oahu and $36,725.15 on Kauai. i 


Repayments and Continuing Appropriations: A total re- 
payment of $95,791.81 was made to the General Fund for ad- 
vances to this office for road construction, leaving a balance of 
$180,193.00 still due the General Fund for such advances. 


Balances of Homestead and House Lots Accounts and Also 
Special Land Sales Accounts: On June 30, 1932, the Home- 
` stead Tract Accounts on Hawaii had a total credit balance of 
$22,423.84; Homestead Tract Accounts on Maui, $6,039.81; 
Homestead Tract Accounts on Kauai, $4,208.76; Homestead 
Tract Accounts on Oahu, $229.02. The total credit balances of 
the various House Lots Tract Accounts for all the Islands total 
$38,422.62, and in the Special Land Sales Accounts, Hawaii had 
a total balance of $9,122.81; Maui, $75.96; Kauai, $249.58 and 
Oahu, $2,446.59. 


Certified Copies: A total of $510.50 was collected in fees 
for’ 199 Certified Copies of public documents. In addition to 
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these there were 45 Certified Copies made for official use for 
which no charge was made. 


Land Court Applications: A study and check of 87 applica- 
tions for Land Court titles to private lands for determination of 
Government interests, were made and reported to the Attorney 
General. 


Appraisals: The regular Board of Appraisers made 92 ap- 
praisals, while 17 appraisals were made by special boards, 15 of 
which affected homestead lands, one was an appraisal of fisheries 
on the Island of Oahu, and one was for adjustment of rent. 


Land Board: The Commissioner called 14 meetings of the 
Land Board, at which consideration and approval were given to 
50 applications for the sale of leases, 75 applications to purchase 
lands, and 62 proposals for exchanges to acquire privately owned 
land required for public uses. 


Boundary Settlements: No applications for the settlement 
of boundaries were received. 


Operating Expenses: Exclusive of the operating cost of the 
Division of Hydrography and the Division of Topography, which 
are reported separately by these two Divisions, the Office of the 
Commissioner for the period of this report, operated at a total 
cost of $126,644.39. 


Cooperating Departments: Reports of the Division of Hy- 
drography cooperating with the United States Geological Survey 
and of the Topographic Branch of the United States Geological 
Survey, are submitted herewith.

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REPORT OF TOPOGRAPHIC SURVEYS IN COOPERA- 
TION BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES GEOLOG- 
ICAL SURVEY AND THE TERRITORY OF HAWAII 
FOR THE PERIOD EMBRACED WITHIN THE TWO 
YEARS FROM JULY 1, 1930, TO JUNE 30, 1932 


The map history of the Hawaiian Islands, or the Sandwich 
Islands as they were then called, can be said to have started in 
1778 when they were discovered by Captain James Cook. Until 
almost a hundred years later, maps of the islands were based on 
the crude charts made at this time by Cook and Vancouver and 
could have been little more than caricatures of the shapes and 
positions of the various islands. These charts were supplemented 
to some extent by the “Mission Map” of 1836 and the maps made 
by the Wilkes Expedition in 1841. 


After the Mahele (Division of Lands of 1848 the need for 
accurate maps began to be felt but it was not until 1870 that the 
Legislature appropriated $5,000 to purchase instruments and be- 
gin the work. Under the very able supervision of Prof. W. D. 
Alexander, Surveyor-General, the work progressed in a satis- 
factory manner and by the end of 1871 a base line had been 
measured on Maui, its azimuth as well as the geodetic positions 
of its extremities had been determined and several stations had 
been occupied including the one at the top of Haleakala, the eleva- 
tion of which was found to be 10,030. It is interesting to com- 
pare this with the elevation of 10,025 determined in 1923 by the 
United States Geological Survey. 

The Legislature of 1872 decided to continue the survey and 
during the next two years base lines were measured on both Oahu 
and Hawaii, preliminary triangulation was completed on Hawaii 
and the Oahu triangulation was completed from Salt Lake to Mo- 
kapu Point. The elevation of Mauna Kea, highest peak in the 
islands was found to be 13,805 and the elevation of Hualalai, 
8,275. These compare with the later Geological Survey elevations 
of 13,784 and 8,251, respectively. The elevation determined near 
the summit of Mauna Loa at this time by vertical angles was 
changed less than one foot when the line of precise levels was 
run to this point by the United States Coast and Geodetic Survey 
in 1926. 

During the next decade most of the work of the Surveyor- 
General consisted of making detailed surveys of small areas and 
establishing land titles; but time was found to tie the triangula- 
tion net from Oahu to Hawaii and the nearby islands, and to 
make a preliminary triangulation of the island of Kauai. The 
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maps made and published during this period included one of the 
whole group on a scale of 1:480000, one of Hawaii on 1:240000 
scale, and maps of Oahu and Maui on 1:60000 scale besides 
numerous maps of smaller areas and one of Honolulu and vicin- 
ity on a scale of 1:12000. These maps were topographic only ta 
the extent of showing elevations of prominent places and general 
shapes by means of hachures. Numerous maps have since been 
made, both by the Hawaiian Government and later by the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii; but all have been based on the surveys begun 
in 1870 and what revisions were made included few of topo- 
graphic significance. 

In general the methods used in the work were those of the 
United States Coast and Geodetic Survey which cooperáted to 
the extent of loaning instruments and taking charge of several 
important astronomical observations. 

In 1901, the islands having in the meantime (1898) become a 
part of the United States, a branch office of the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey was established at Honolulu and Prof. Alexander 
was appointed to take charge of it. Since that date this organ- 
ization has done considerable geodetic work including a new 
scheme of triangulation (1928) that connects Kauai and Niihau 
with the rest of the group thus putting all the larger islands on 
the same datum. It has also made numerous charts of the islands 
including the rocks and shoals to the northwest of Kauai. 

In 1909 when surface and ground water investigations were 
contemplated in the interest of the conservation of natural re- 
sources, it was learned that comparatively little could be done in 
this line without adequate topographic maps. In a conference 
with the Chief Geographer of the Geological Survey it was de- 
cided to begin a program of topographic mapping on a field scale 
of 1:31680 or two inches to the mile with contour intervals of 
10 and 50 feet. 


The island of Kauai was to be surveyed first and work was 
begun early in 1910 under the jurisdiction of the Department of 
Public Works. Until June 30, 1910, the expense of this work 
was borne entirely by the Territory and about $27,000 was ex- 
pended previous to that date. The Geological Survey cooperated 
to the extent of loaning men and instruments to do the work, 

On July 1, 1910, an agreement was entered into whereby the 
Territory alloted $15,000 and the Geological Survey $5,000 for 
the continuation of the work and cooperation on this basis was 
continued each year until the latter part of 1914 when the island 
of Kauai containing 555 square miles and 871 square miles of 
the island of Hawaii had been mapped at a cost of about $111,000, 
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$90,000 of which had been expended by the Territory. Using 
these figures which include the original $27,000 expended by the 
Territory, the total cost of the work amounted to about $78 per 
square mile, but included in this is the cost of considerable level- 
ing and triangulation and about $2,000 which was used in mak- 
ing a map of the island of Oahu on a scale of 1:62500 from data 
supplied by the War Department, This map was engraved and 
published in one sheet. The Kauai work was printed on 1:31680 
scale in seven photolithographs and was later engraved on a scale 
of 1:62500 and published in one sheet. The work in Hawaii was 
covered by 13 photolithographs aud was later engraved and pub- 
lished on 1:62500 scale in five 15” quadrangles. 

Act 217 of the 1917 Legislature appropriated $20,000 to be ex- 
pended for topographic surveys of the island of Hawaii, $10,000 
to be available each year on condition that the Federal Govern- 
ment allot a similar amount and start work before September, 
1917. Because of the war, it was impossible to begin work at 
this time but in the latter part of 1919 the matter came up again 
and.a revival of the Act was urged. Maps were especially de- 
sired of the areas about Mauna Loa and Kilauea because of lava 
flows and also of the Kau district to serve as a base for the 
geologic and ground-water survey which was then being made by 
Messrs. Clark and Noble under the direction of the Geological 
Survey. 

On May 12, 1920, an agreement was made between the Director 
of the Geological Survey and the Governor of Hawaii, for the 
continuation of the cooperative topographic survey of the Terri- 
tory of Hawaii, as provided for in the allotment of $25,000 made 
by the Governor from his Contingent Fund on the same date. 
This money was to be under the jurisdiction of the Commissioner 
of Public Lands and immediately available. It was understood 
that it would be met with a like amount of Federal funds on July 
1, 1920. Since this date similar cooperative agreements have been 
signed for each fiscal year and a total of $237,500 had been allot- 
ted by the Geological Survey to meet the Territorial appropria- 
tions made to June 30, 1930. For the fiscal year beginning July 
1, 1930, only $3,000 was allotted by the Geological Survey to 

: meet a like amount allotted from the remaining $12,500 of the 
Territorial appropriation. This was deemed sufficient to complete 
the cooperative work but was later supplemented by special allot- 
ments of $1,000 each to insure the completion of the work and 
to reprint the Kauai and old Hawaii photolithographs. 

The work began in June, 1920, and by the end of 1927 field 
work had been completed on all the remaining islands except 
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Oahu. The total area mapped during this period on a field scale 
of 1:31680 was 4,393 square miles. An additional 12 square 
miles, constituting a part of the island of Niihau, were mapped 
by the Coast and Geodetic Survey and incorporated in the Geolog- 
ical Survey Map of that island. The cost of the work including 
photolithography was approximately $358,000. During the seven 
years an average yearly output of 627 square miles was main- 
tained at a cost of about $81.50 per square mile. This compares 
with the estimate of 500 square miles per year at a cost of $100 
per square mile as quoted in the Director's letter to the Governor 
of Hawaii, dated March 9, 1920,

The mapping of Oahu was begun in July, 1927, and the field 
work was completed in a little less than three years. At the re- 
quest of the War Department, the mapping was done on a scale 
of 1:20000 with contour intervals of 10 and 50 feet depending 
upon the slope. The cost of the work was borne equally by the 
Territory of Hawaii and the Geological Survey while the War 
Department cooperated by furnishing aerial photographs of the 
entire island as well as pack horses and equipment when needed. 

The work on this island represents a much greater state of 
refinement than that done on the other islands. This fact com- 
bined with the larger scale has materially increased the cost of 
the field work. 

Including Pearl Harbor, a total of 604 square miles was map- 
ped at an expense of about $135,000. This represents an average 
cost of $224 per square mile. The island was divided into 16 
quadrangles. Where possible these were made to extend six min- 
utes in latitude by eight minutes in longitude. For the most part 
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drainage and ridge lines were carefully worked out from aerial 
photographs. This enabled the engineers to depict with accuracy 
the detailed topography of the brushy western slopes of the Koo- 
lau Range which, without pictures, could only have been indi- 
cated.

The photolithographs of any map made by the Geological Sur- 
vey are available to persons interested soon after the field work 
on that particular map has been inked. After the map has been 
engraved there is usually very little demand for the photolitho- 
graphs and only a few are kept in stock for official use. How- 
ever, in the Territory of Hawaii there has been a continuous de- 
mand for the photolithographs, the engineers preferring them to 
the engravings because of their larger scale. Consequently, re- 
prints have been made of the older maps including the island of 
Kauai and part of Hawaii.

Island of Kahoolawe 


Maps of all the islands have been engraved and published on a 
scale of 1:62500. The map of Maui was first engraved and pub- 
lished in five fifteen-minute quadrangles. In 1930 these were 
combined to make a single sheet map of the island. This was done 
at the request and expense of the Territorial Surveyor. The 
island of Hawaii is covered by 22 fifteen-minute quadrangles. 
Maps of each of the other islands are available in single sheets.

preparation having been paid by Hawaii.

Maps of all of the islands have now been engraved except the 
new one of Oahu. The sixteen engraved maps covering this 
island have been edited and transmitted for engraving on a scale 
of 1:62500, and will be combined on one sheet. 

With reference to paragraph 11 of this report, in November, 
1931, the Territory of Hawaii allotted an additional sum of 
$1,000 which was met by a similar Federal allotment to complete 
all work necessary to bring the cooperative topographic mapping 
program in Hawaii to a conclusion. With this additional $1,000 
allotment, a total of $242,500 has been allotted by the U. S. Geo- 
logical Survey to meet territorial appropriations made to the close 


of June, 1932.

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REPORT OF THE WORK OF THE DIVISION OF 
HYDROGRAPHY IN COOPERATION WITH THE 
UNITED STATES GEOLOGICAL SURVEY FOR THE 
BIENNIUM ENDING JUNE 30, 1932 


The Division of Hydrography has continued to cooperate with 
the United States Geological Survey, the Board of Water Supply, 
City and County of Honolulu, the County of Hawaii and vari- 
ous private organizations, in determining the daily flow of the 
principal streams and ditches in the Territory, the study of arte- 
sian and ground water conditions, and the investigation of special 
water supply problems that arise and in which the Government 
has a special interest. 

During the biennium 15 new stream gaging stations were 
established aud 5 were discontinued, and on June 30, 1932, there 
were 90 in operation, each equipped with an automatic water stage 
recorder, These stations were visited at regular intervals rang- 
ing from every week to once in two months, depending on the 
condition necessary to observe, records were removed and adjust- 
ments, repairs and discharge measurements were made when 
necessary. In all 2516 visits, 1104 measurements at regular gag- 
ing stations, and 53 measurements at miscellaneous points were 
made. A total of 1932 months of continuous records of flow 
was obtained. From these data are determined the daily dis- 
charges of the streams and the results are published annually 
by the United States Geological Survey as “Water Supply Pa- 
pers.” 


During the biennium a detailed examination of the geology of 
the Island of Oahu with respect to the occurrence of ground water 
was made and a similar examination of the Island of Maui was 
begun. It is hoped to publish the Oahu ground water report dur- 
ing the current fiscal year. 


The administration of the artesian well laws, and the collect- 
ing of artesian well data in the Territory were continued. Con- 
tinuous records were kept of the head on six wells on Oahu, 
monthly head readings were made at other wells typical of the 
areas they represented, and many miscellaneous readings were 
made. Two stations were maintained to determine the transpira- 
tion and evaporation losses and the rate of absorption of rainfall, 
requiring the operation of eight recording instruments. This in- 
volved a total of 1381 visits to artesian wells and transpiration 
stations.
